Census Bulletin of Crops and 
‘Live Stock, = 


Ottawa, May 10.—The Census | 


and Statistics Office has issued 


today its May Bulletin on thel& 


condition of crops and live stock 
for Canada. 
The reports made at the end of 


April show that good progress 3 


had been made with spring seed- 
ing in Ontario and the western 
provinces, but that in Quebec 
and the Maritime provinces little 
more than a beginning has been 
made. Ontario and Alberta are 
in the lead with spring wheat and 

oats, the former with 89.34 per 
vent of. the spring wheat and 
74.74-per cent of the oats in the 


‘ground, and the latter with 97.50. 


of the wheat and 73.18 of the 
oats. Ontario has also 72.94 per 
cent of the barley seeded, and 
Alberta only 39.17 per ‘cent. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan had 
nearly equal. proportions of the 
wheat land finished, the former 
with 90.68 per cent and the latter 
with 92.60 per cent; but both 
were slow with oats and barley. 


British Columbia had a showing : 


of 78 33 for spring wheat sown,of 
81.66 for oats and 89.17 for 
barley; | | 


Ontario and Alberta are the 


only provinces with a substantial 
showing of fall wheat, and whilet 
in the first named the condition 


at the end of April was 95.47 per|@ 


cent, in the second it was only 
81.66 per cent. Alberta has show- 
ed considerable loss by winter- 
killing and drouth, the propor- 
tion of the area sown being 22.46 
per cent as compared with 6.42 
per centin Ontario. In British 
Columbia the loss by winter- 
killing was five per cent of the 
area sown, and the condition at 
the end of April was 100. 


The hay and clover meadows| z 
suffered by winter- -killinz, 12,80)"; 


per cent in British Columbia ‘and 
11.65 per cent in Quebeo, but in 
all the other provinces the loss 
was comparatively slight. The 
condition of these crops was good 
in all the provinces, ranging from 
81.35 i in Quebec to 102 in Prince 
Edw...2 Island.

Sermon by 
CHARLES T. 
RUSSELL 
Pastor Beooklya 
Tabernacle, 


Jerusalem, April 24.—My friends, 
Ye meet to-day. for the worship of God 
4g. traditionally one of the moat re- 


crywned meeting places in the whole ! 
_ ‘wirth. Tradition has it that this is 


the same “upper ,room”: which was 
owned by one friendly to our Lord 
and his disciples and who-granted it 
as their meeting place on several oc- 
casions most “intimately associated 
with the inauguration of Christianity. 
Tradition also has it that this is the 
room mentioned by St. Mark in our 
text, where the disciples with the 
Lord eek of the last Jewish Pass. 
over Supper, after which Jesus insti- 
tuted the Eucharist or Lord’s Supper 
as an antitypical memorial, taking 
the place of the Passover to all who 
accept Jeaus as the Passover Lamb. - 
The Lamb of God which taketh 
away the sin of the world” (John i, 
29); “Christ our Passover is gluin 
therefore let us keep the feast’’ (I. 
Corinthians v, 7,8). 
__ Tradition assures us that this is 
‘the same room mentioned in the Book 
of Acts (i, 13) as the place where the 
Apostles resided and assembled for 
worship during the ten days following 
the Lord’s ascension—the game “up- 
per room,” therefore, in which was 
manifested the acceptance of, all the 
consecrated ‘followers of Jesus into 
Covenant relationship with God as 
-“members of the Body of Christ, 
which is _ the Church.” Of course, 
our permission to use this room for 
& public service to-day was obtained 
only by prearrangement with thoee. 
having it in charge. True, traditions 
are not always. reliable. Surely, in 
almost every other part of the world 
it would ‘be absurd to think of the 
frcservation of the identity of a house 
ike this for more than eighteen cen- 
turies. But here we have most pecu. 
liar donditions, The inhabitants of 
this land seem to have been content 
to leave things just as they found 
them from generation to generation. 
merely making such slight+repairs as 
lee font time A time found neces- 
, ere visitors come, look anc 
depart, filled with a sacred awe, ond 


have done so for centuries, and the: 


inhabitants, each intent upon his 
own business, have ignored this in a 
manner hardly imaginable by Euro. 
- peans. It is’ possible therefore that 
tradition in this case and in other in- 
stances hereabouts, has located cor- 
rectly, just as in Rome the prison in 
which Paul was confined is indicated 
‘by tradition with apparent accuracy. 

We are favored not only in respect 
to the use of the room, but addition. 
ally in respect to the time’ of our visit 
and our use of it. This, according to 
Jewish reckoning, is the first day «f 
Passover Week—it began last even- 
ing at 6 o’clock. The three hours 
preceding that marked the time of our 
Lord’s death and the begging ky 
Joseph of Arimathea for the privilege 
of, burying his body in his new tomb 
and the hasty. taking - of our. Lord 
from the cross and ‘getting him only 
‘partially embalmed and the tomb 
closed and -sealed before 6 o’clock— 
this day beginning at 6 o’clock being 
amongst the Jews, as the Apostle de. 
clared, an “hégh day,” a Sabbath day 
of special sacredness as the: beginning 
of the Passover Feast-Week. 

As we look back to that memorable 
occasion we can sympathize with the 
‘Apostles and early believers in the 
blighting of all of their hopes by the 
apparent failure of Jesus to make 
-good his claim of Messiahship. We 
can imagine better than we can de- 
scribe their dejection, 
Pointment. On the next day, cor- 
responding to to-morrow, the two with 
whom Jesus met on the way to Em. 
maus said sadly, “We had. trusted 
that it had been he who should have 
redeemed Israel” (Luke xxiv, 21). 

They had hoped that his. miracles, 
corroborating his teachings, when he 

spake as never man spake,” were 
evidences that he was the Messiah. 
They had built their hopes, as Jews, 
that now finally God’s promises to 
their nation would be fulfilled—that 
Israel] should be exalted in the earth 
in name and fame and power and 
authority to bless and to instruct “all 
the families of the earth.” They had 
hoped that Messiah would be the 
great King under whose beneficent 
- reign, as the great Mediator between 

_ and men, the long-promised 
blessing would. come to the earth. 
They had hoped also for a personal 
share with him in the glories of his 
Kingdom, according to his own words 
—“Ye shall sit with me on tweive 
thrones, judging (ruling) the twelve 
tribes ‘of Israel” (Matthew xix, 22). 
‘His death as a malefactor, as a bla. 
phemer against God, seemed to cast 
a shadow over every hope and to leave 
'them not only desolate in heart them. 
selves, but despised by their neigh. 
+ bors as decsived fanatics. This is the 
anniversary, der friends, of a day 
that was very sad to our brethren of 
1,877 yéars ago. 

How different is our attitude of 
mind that we-are able to see. to praise 
‘God and to rejoice that Jesus died. 
that he suffered, ‘the Just for the un 
just,” that his death might constitute 
the Ransom-Price for Adam and ali 
his race. This light upon the suffer 
ings of Christ began to shine into the 
hearts of the Apostles on the day OV 
our Lord’s resurrection, correspondiny 
to to-morrow. The oil for that light 
‘ay hidden, in the words of Moses and 
all the Prdrhete of Israel. But it wa- 
necessary that our Lord, having risen 
from the dead to, be the great anti 
tyyvical High Priest, should trim the 
Lamp of Divine Truth that the ligh: 

it shine out to all of his people

but go to my brethten and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and 
your Father; and to my God, and your 
God” (John xx, 17). Jesus said to tell 
the disciples that he would meet them 
in Galilee, as he had said‘to them 
before. These ~ bewildering- experi- 
ences were merely leading gradually 
on, preparing the disciples for the full- 
er knowledge of the facts. : 

It was the same day (correspondin 
to to-morrow afternoon) that the Lor 

: overtook two of the sorrowing disci- 
ples as they walked into the country 

; to snend the night. Here again he 
would not shock them and overpower 
them by a vision of his glorious pres- 
ence such as smote down Saul of Tar 
sus on his way to Damascus,-“shining 
above tue brightness of the sun at 
noon-day’’; on the contrary he as 
sumed a body of flesh and traveler's 
clothing and talked sympathetically 
with the two sorrowing ones. After 
hearing their woes and sorrows he 
must have astonished them with his 
knowledge of the Scre:tures, as wel! 
as by his sympathy, saying to them 
“O foolish and slow of heart to believe 
all that the prophets have spoken!’ 
(Luke xxiv, 25). They have been will- 
ing to believe something of what the 
Prophets had spoken — the glorious 
things, the happifying things pertain- 
ing to Messiah’s Millennial glory. But 
they had been slow to believe the 
prophets’ other testimonies to the ef 
fect that the Redeemer must be ‘‘led 
as a Lamb to the slaughter,’’-must be 
the sin-offering, must be despised and 
rejected of men, must be lifted up on 
the cross as the antitype of the “braz 
en serpent,” and must be raised from 
the dead by the power of the Father to 
the glory, honor and immortality of 
his great station as Prophet, Priest, 
Mediator, King, the antitype. of Mel 
chizedek, for the fulfilment.to Isruel 
and the world of all of God's great 
promises. 

Then said Jesus, in view of these 
expositions, “Ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things and to enter into 
his glory?’’ What else should be ex 
pected? Did he not foretell his own 
death? And did he not foretell his own 
resurrection? And were! you not too 
confused to understand his teachings 
to the full? Did not your mindg run 
more to the coming glory than tn whut 
he said to you respecting the necessity 
that you should ‘watch and pray lest 
ye enter into temptation” and lose al! 

our part and hope under these try- 
ng condition:# A little tater, in the 
saine day, he appeared in the “upper 
room,” traditionally this very room-- 
the doors being shut for fear of the 
Jews—barred, we may be sure, be- 
cause the poor disciples felt that the 


envy and hatred which had led to the | 


crucifixion of the-Master might easily 
be transferred now to them because ot 
theiy sympathy with him and their re. 
lationship to his work. Here Jesus 
materialized im their presence and 
spoke 1 few words. He told them that 
he was really present with them and 
that it was not merely a phantom 
which they saw. And then he ate with 
them, honeycomb and fish, as evidenc- 


| ing the fact that they were not being 


addiessed by an illusion, but by a cor- 
poreal being. While they still wonder- 
ed with astonishment, he proved to 
them that their risen Lord was no 
longer merely a man, but that he had 
experienced a change in his resurrec- 
tion, so that now he was a spirit bein 

and could go and come like the win 

—appearing in a body of flesh when 
his purposes so demanded. He gate 
proof of this by vanishing out of their 
sight, dissolving the body of flesh and 
bones and the clothing as easily as 
he had created them and by the same 
Divine power. 

The gloritied, resurrected Jesus re- 
mained. with the infant Church for 
forty days, watching over their inter- 
ests. On four or five occasions he ap. 

ared to them again in different 
orms and for the further inculcation 
of the great lesson that he has risen 
and changed, henceforth a spirit be- 
ing. Then he ascended up on high ‘to 
appear in the presence of God on. be. 
half of his faithful ones first, as later 
on he will appear in the interest of 
the world. The Father's recognition 91 
the merit of his sacrifice, applied ‘ton 
our behalf,’’ wag manifested by the 
impartation of the holy Spirit on Pen. 
tecost day._ Traditionally this same 
wonderful ‘‘upper’ room’’ witnessed 
that outpouring of Divine blessing ani 
favor, which came only upon conse- 
crated believers and has come upsa 
the same class, and upon none other, 
from that day unto this — begetting 
them individually by the holy Spirit 
to the divine nature, with its pro- 
mises of glory, honor and immortality 
to the faithful, in aesociation with the 
Lord Jesus in his Millennial King 
dom. 

That blessing. was a partial fulfill 
ment of the Lord's word through the 
Prophet Joel, namely of that portion 
which says, ‘In those days w.u [| pur 
wut of my Spirit upop my servants 
and upon my handmaids” (Joel ii, 
23). We are glad, dear friends, that 


what occurred at that first Pentecost ! 


and what has continued all througn 
this Gospel Age, ot Pentecostal blesa- 
ing upon each individual member ot 
the-Body of Christ, is merely a fore- 
taSte of God’s great tavor towarda 
Adam's race. As St. James declares 
(i, 18) the Church is merely ‘ta kind 
of first-fruits unto God of his crea- 
tures.” True, the firat-fruits in this 
case is the very choicest—our Lord, 
the glorious Head and High Priest, 
and his saintly followers the antitypi- 
cal under-priests of the Royal Priest- 
hood. But a great blessing 1s yet to 
come, for there shall come a still 
greater outpouring of God's Spirit #3 
mentioned in the same prophecy in 
the words, ‘‘After those days, sa:ta 
the Lord, I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall seek for me, and 
your young men shall see actunily 
what your ancients dreamed of.” 
This will have its fulfillments dur. 
ing the Millennial Age, not that the 
world in ‘general will be begotten of 
the holy Spirit to a spirit nature. lika 
unto the angels and like unte Chris:. 
as in our case,.but the Lord has pro 
mised to take away ‘the stony hea‘t 
and to give a heart of flesh to all the

last. We remind you afresh that that 
evening, after six o'clock, correspond- 
ed to-the night in which our Lord 
with his disciples firet celebrated the 
memorial of his own death with the 
loaf and with the cup, traditionally in 
this some:“‘Upper Room.” Incidental. | 
ly we remark that the early Christian 
Church used this same Jewish reckon- 
ing in the annual celebration of our 
Lord's death and resurrection, but 
that, later on, the method of calcu- 
lating the date was slightly modified 
so that this year Good Friday and 
Easter, according.to the revised Epis- 
copalian Caiendar, occurred nearly a 
month ago—March 25-27. I feel sure 
that as long as I live 1 shall not for- 
get the blessed experiences of Friday 
evening and its memorial celebration, 
in this “Upper Room,” of the great 
event which means so much to the 
Church, and to the world—which sym- 
bolizes the precious sacrifice of Christ’ 
and also, as the Apostle explains, : 
symbolizes the participation of all the 
faithful members of Christ in his sac- 
rifice—in the broken loaf and in the 
cup of which we partake entitiplet

Mr. Tom Browne, the well-known 


artist in black and white, died in} 


London recently, at the early age of 
thirty-eight. j ; 

Mr. Browne will always be remem. 
bered as the creator of the twa: 
tramps, Weary Willie and Tired Tim, | 
and as the-originator of the boom in 
Dutch pictures, - | 

lw teacher .taught Tom~ Browne 
how to draw The instinct was there, 
and he found his models in the men, 
and women of everyday ‘life. 
only eleven when he started out to 
‘work-in Nottingham lace market, and 
it was about that time he sold his 
first picture. 

The. drawing. represented an old 
Nottingham public-house and its very 
stout landlord, with a bibulous-look- | 
ing policeman saying, “Time, gentle- 
men, please.”” The delighted. proprie- 
tor gave the young artist five shillings 
for it, and hung it in his tap-room. 

When he wus seventzen the young 
artist turned his footsteps towards 
London, where hard work soon. took 
him into a foremost place. ‘ ; 

Joyousness was the keynote of. all 
Mr. Browne’s work, and, indeed, of 
his whole life. He had a fund of 
merry anecdotes, and whether tha 

ints were against himself or any- 

y-else, he loved to relate them. 

Mr. Browne once took a tour from 
Paris’ to Gibraltur on a bicycle. He 
was accompanied by a friend, but as 
neither of them spoke Spanish the 
popular artist was obliged to make 
use of his pencil on all occasions. 
Only once did he utterly fail. Want- 
ing to take some soup, he drew an 
elaborate large sketch of a soup 
tureen. The mistress of the hotel 
looked at it long und gravely, spread 
out her arms as if to convey the idea 
of size, and hurried away, leaving the 
two Englishmen considerably puzzled. 
Presently she returned with beaming 
smiles, holding the sketch in one 
hand and the biggest pail in the vil- 
lage in the other. 

Once Mr. Browne was introdused to 
a city magnate, who said: “Glad to 
make your acquaintanee,. Mr. Tom 

Browne. You are a public benefac- 
tor, sir. Many a merry Christmas 
my family have had with your crack- 
ers.”” Tom Browne regarded this as 
his best story. He never tired of tell- 
ing it. 

Mr. Browne once told an interview- 
er, “I remember in my early days an 
adventure we hed .with a negro as a 
model. I say ‘we,’ because there wére 
several of us, and we had our studio. 
in a room over a stable. We could 
not afford a servant to attend to our 
. wants, 80 we euch took it in turns to 
play ‘general,’ 

“One day we met ao negro, and al- 
most fought with each other for the 
possession of the prize, for here was 
a model indeed. He earned his living 
as a public performer inside public- 
houses—that is to say he was a glass- 
chewer. When we told him we want- 
ed to paint him his face was a study.

Last week at Edmonton 
Premier Rutherford was on the 
stand for a day and a half before 
the Royal Commission, and his 
evidence was very unsatisfactory. 
Where ex-Minister Cushing was 
concerned his memory was very 
good, his answers prompt, keen 
and alert, but outside of that he 
was shifty and evasive and his 
memory was decidedly bad. This 
in‘a measure is unfortunate for 
Premier Rutherford. There are 
yet a large number of citizens 
who think the Premier has been 
willing to leave his work to others 
and that he is not responsible for 
the wrong-doing at the capital. 
That he has been greatly sinned 
against and that he will continue 
to lead the government of the 
province of Alberta. They ex- 
pected him to epeak out prompt 
and olear for good government 
and not to shirk responsibility. 
His evidence showed that Mr. 
Cushing was at the meeting of 


_the cabinet when details of the 


A. &G. W. agreement were dis: 
cussed and that he did not abject 
to the deal. But his evidence 
alao showed that Mr. Cushing 
had previously writtten protesting 
against the iniquitous railway 
deal and therefore his position on 
the question was perfectly well 
known to members of the cabinet. 

he Premier, after taking the 
department of railways from Mr. 
Cushing with the idea of attend- 
ing to railway matters himeelf, 
seems to have allowed Attorney- 
General Cross to pull the wool 
over his eyes and to have been 
merely a tool in the hands of 
others. 

The people object to this sort 
of thing. . What they want is an 
honest, fearless and ° capable 
leader. The Premier’s evidence 
has shattered the last remnant 
of hope that some people have 
cherished, that he would come 
out of the mix-up with a clean 
sheet.
